A swarm of striped blister 'tact- 


ties were locaited Friday in the 
Charlie Key soyibean field near the 
airport, They were eating a few 
rows of the young soybeans Jn a HO 
acre field nearly to the soil line, 


Blister beetles are common sum- 


mer pests in Hempslead county 
soyibean fields and in gardens, but 
their control is simple if prompt 
action is taken lo save tho crop 
from a blister beetle raid says 
County Agent Oliver L, Adams. 


Of the several blister beetles, 


the most destructive is the striped 
blister beetle which is sometimes 
called the old-fashioned patato bee- 
tle, 
The striped blister beetle is 


a slender beetle, % inch long, color- 
ed with black and yellow stripes 
lake a Colorado potato beetle, The 
pests move in swarms and may 
strip all vegetation 
where they 


Iced, They may destroy only a. 
small patch and then migrate lo 
another fipld or garden before feed-t- 
ing again', 


Control of blister beetles is best 


accomplished by dusting or spury* 
ing the swarm with 5% roalathion, 
DDT or- cryolite may be used also, 
Malalhion is more spectacular be- 
cause beetles die very shortly when 
it is used, 


Pusting should be done by cjiv 


cling the swarm and working to- 
ward the center. This will avoid 
scattering the beetles and makintf 
it necessary to dust a large area, 
Mr, Key used this method in ap- 
plying 5<(. Malathion at the rate,

High Court

Hot Cargo 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — The 


Supreme 
Court ruled 
6-3 today 


that unions may not enforce "hot 
cargo" provisions of labor con- 
tracts by appealing to workers 
not to handle the hot cargo. 


When such appeals are made, 


(ho court ruled, the I'liions cunot 
use hot cargo contracts as a de- 
fense against charges of violating 
the Tail-Hartley Act. 


The court held that voluntary 


observance of a hot c:\reo provi- 
sion by an employer does not con- 
stitute a violation of Taft-Hartley.
